2. 1 .0.  Role  and  composition  ot  Senate.  The  Senate  exercises  student  legislative 
power  when  the  student  Pody  is  not  in  session.  In  addition,  it  approves  or 
rejects  the  appointment  of  each  student  nominated  as  an  appointed  execu- 
tive officer,  a  memPer  of  a  student  committee,  or  a  student  member  of  a 
University  committee. 

2.1.1.  Senators  are: 

a.  the  elected  and  appointed  student  government  executive  officers; 

b.  the  editors  of  official  student  publications,  as  defined  by  this  document; 

c.  twelve  senators  at-large,  including  three  freshmen,  elected  by  the  entire 
student  body; 

d.  the  members  of  the  student  committees;  and 

e.  one  student  representative  from  each  University-recognized  club  or  simi- 
lar student  organization,  chosen  in  a  manner  determined  by  the  club  or 
organization. 

2.1.2.  Each  senator  has  one  vote.

2.4.0.  Executive  officers.  The  elected  executive  officers  of  the  student  government 
are  the  President,  the  Vice  President,  the  Treasurer,  The  Campus  Ministries 
Director,  and  the  Social  Activities  Director,  except  that  the  Senate  may 
authorize  the  election  of  other  executive  officer  and  specify  their  duties. 

2.4. 1 .  An  executive  office  may  be  occupied  by  more  than  one  person  at  a  time,  if 
two  or  more  candidates  for  the  office  campaign  as  a  unit  and  if  their  ticket 
receives  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  the  office. 

2.4.2.  Additional  executive  officers,  including  a  person  or  persons  responsible  for  stu- 
dent government  public  relations  and  for  the  management  of  the  student 
government  office,  may  be  appointed  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of 
the  Senate. 

2.4.3.  Elected  and  appointed  executive  officers  act  in  accordance  with  student 
government  policy,  under  the  direction  of  the  President.  They  are  responsible 
to  the  President  and  Senate  for  the  fulfillment  of  their  responsibility.
